Inasmuch as there is general 
Interest in this district in plans for 
rural electrification, any complet¬ 
ed work of this nature is import¬ 
ant. 

The most 'recent area to be 
started is round Olds, where 150 
farms are embraced in the scheme. 
F. T. Gale, superintendent of rural 
electrification for the Calgary Pow¬ 
er Company, has been surveying 
the province to learn the areas 
most suited to receiving the sei 
vice first. Under the large plan it 
is 1 expected that about half the 
farms of Alberta may be served in 
the course of nine years. 

An experimental area was estab¬ 
lished near Olds early this year 
embracing a 4 mile strip east and 
west. The new scheme will be an 
extension of this completed work. 
It is expected that by "the end of 
1945, farms in Taber, Stony Plain, 
and Red Deer will have electricity. 

In the new Olds’ district, work 
will be started by the middle of 
August on farms in 12 townships. 
It is expected the project will b“ 
completed within eight weeks, de¬ 
pending on the weather. 

* Two schools, a store and two 
commun ty halls will also receive 
light end power in the Olds dis¬ 
trict. 

Farmers will contribute $100 for 
the installation rf transmission 
lr.K-s l u' the ait-raje cost to tor-- 
nect farms with .he main powe< 
lines Will be over $600 a farm. 
Farn.s in the area are from me 
t.> 20 miles from the lines. 

The rates will be $6 for 20 kilo¬ 
watt hours (minimum) and two 
cents per kilowatt hour in exc .-*» 
of the minimum. Tlie Calgary Pow¬ 
er Company is planning the s*me 
rate in all areas that are develop-

re-engaged at the expense of another man, probably 
physuglly unft*. who carries on the job during h s 
absence. To be effective and enduting, the re-estab- 
lLshment plan must not mean joblessness for the 
man who is displaced. 

And what is the position of the employer who has 
.wo men for the same“ob—the one having enlisted 
in 1940, and the other who replaced him and then en¬ 
listed in 1942? And is there any obligation to the 
third successor for the same job, who has perhaps 
carried on competently and well through the later 
years of the war? 

These ate obvious headaches for many an employ¬ 
er who is sincerely anxious to do the fair thing foi 
al. concerned but who cannot hire all three for the 
same job. 

It is recognized by all that the returned veteran 
h 's priority lights which must restore him to civilian 
life as satisfactorily and speedily as possible. And 
h s material status should be equal to what he would 
have reached if he had not enlisted. The public is 
wholeheartedly in support of this. But it is obvious 
that new avenues of employment must be open, far 
beyond those available prior to the war if all are 
to be employed. , . 

Returned men have definite Ideas of what Ls their 
due. They want to be employed at a wage which 
offers hope of owning a little home, perhaps a car, 
and the amenities of comfo: table living. This is the 
hope and the due of all citizens of a rich young coun¬ 
try like Canada. How it is to-be attained is a prob, 
lem for economists who can solve it if sufficiently 
pressed. 

And the overall picture must embrace another 
element, equally deserving of a place in all plans. 
Tha[? is the oncoming adolescents who make up a 
continual stream of youth clamoring at the gates of 
employment. 

Although the placement of returned men is upper¬ 
most in the minds of all, tl ere can be no enduring 
contentment unless all citizens capable of employ¬ 
ment are employed. The fate of all of us—industry, 
agriculture, employer, employee, rich or poor—is in¬ 
terwoven.

Hitler Likely 
Beyond Reach 


New Gov. General 
Sir Alexander -

Field Marshal Sir Harold Alex¬ 
ander, the new Governor-General 
of Canada, who takes office next 
spring, has been proved one of 
Brita n’s most brilliant military 
leaders. In his arduous campaigns 
more than a million men in enemy 
forces have surrendered to him. 

Neither the field marshal nor his 
wife have ever before been in Can¬ 
ada. Sir Harold Alexander, who 
will be given a peerage, is the 
third son of the fourth Earl of 
Caledon, an Ulster family. Hi« 
wife is Lady Margaret Bingham, 
daughter of the Earl of Lucan. He 
was commissioned in the Irish 
Guards three years before the first 
World War. After the war he went 
to the Northwest frontier of India. 

In the present war he command¬ 
ed the last rear guard at Dunker- 
oue, and was in command in the 
hopeless effort to save Burma La¬ 
ter his brilliant campaign in North 
Africa destroyed the whole Axis 
army, after which he went forward 
to the invasion of Italy and Sicily. 
Last year he was made supreme 
commander in the Mediterranean. 
At the age of 63, he is Britain’s 
youngest Field Marshal. 

Sir Harold Alexander has a hob¬ 
by of painting, like Winston 
Churchill. He is an accomplished 
linguist and is proficient in Rus¬ 
sian and Hindustani. He will ar¬ 
rive in the spring of 1946. The 
Earl of Athlone’s term was up in 
June of this year, and during the 
short period between resident Gov¬ 
ernor-Generals, Hon. T. Rinfret, 
.Chief Justice of Canada, will per¬ 
form the Governor-General’s' du¬ 
ties. 

The appointment is made by the 
King on recommendation of the 
government of Canada. The Gov¬ 
ernor-General represents the King 
only. He handles no business be¬ 
tween the Canadian a nd British 
Governments. That is attended to 
by Canada’s high commissioner to 
England, or by the British com- 
ni'ssioner in Canada.

Every correspondent who "saw 
the end of the war -in Germany 
must, sooner or later, have his say 
about what happened to Adolf 
Hitler. Here goes for mine. I- 

I believe that .the ex-Fuhrer 
ceased sometime between April 29 
and May 6, to breathe the air of 
this particular planet of ours. I 
can’t prove it, nor can anyone else 
as yet. There is no positive evi¬ 
dence. I think it might actually 
be better if he should turn up at 
some future time, but I don’t think 
he ever will. And these are my 
reasons: 

Hitler’s mind was not a very 
stable one,, but it had certain fix¬ 
ations from which he never depart¬ 
ed, so far as the yeCords shows. 
The basic one was his belief in his 
own ultimate triumph. Long after 
Coebbels and Goring and Himmlei 
and the rest knew that the game 
was up, Hitler himself continued 
to dream of some miracle which 
would reverse the course of war. 1 
don’t believ’e that he ever stopped 
to plan some alternative course of 
action or had a mind which allow¬ 
ed itself to plot or scheme for a 
period of underground life for him 
oi his party. In his mind it was

Add to this one bit of alleged 
fact: Several high Nazi officials, 
who later turned up at Flensburg 
and other places and are now in 
our hands, were in Berlin as late 
as April 29 and saw Hitler. One of 
these, Albert Speer, who at the 
end was Minister of Production, 
has since told interrogators, quite 
a bit about Hitler in those final 
days. Among other things, he said 
that Hitler had been asked why he 
did not go out and fight on the 
bairicades as he at one time boast¬ 
ed he would. Hitler’s alleged an¬ 
swer was that he might be wound¬ 
ed and then captured alive. He is 
supposed to have declared that it 
would be intolerable and impos¬ 
sible for him ever to be taken 
alive. 

This, I think, fits with his other 
mental fixations. He was so ob-' 
stssed with his own importance 
and dignity that he could not abide 
the idea of becoming a living tro¬ 
phy of war. He was afraid of hu¬ 
miliation more than anything else. 

Further, he had . an amazing 
luck of imagination about escape. 
The way in which Alfred Rosen¬ 
berg, Himmler, Ribbentrop, Stras- 
ser, Goring, and many others were 
taken show? plainly that they had 
not planned ahead for escape; that 
they were incapable of exercising 
any elementary ingenuity about 
getting away from Germany as an 
imaginative man so easily could 
have done in the chaos which 
marked the end-. 

All of this.makes it plausible, in 
my opinion, that one of three 
things happened to Hitler at the 
end: (a) He was killed in the 
bunker in his Relchschancellery 
when the Russians took it by- 
storm with flame-throwers. Bodies 
left over from such operations are 
not distinguishable, (b) He was 
killed in the same way in the big 
Flak Tour in the T ergarten. (c) 
He took his own life, or had it tak¬ 
en for him, in accordance with any 
cne of a number of different ver¬ 
sions if how this happened. 

Personally, I_think it would be 
better if he ware to turn up some¬ 
time as a shoddy fugitive. It would 
be harder for future Germans to 
build a heroic legend on a cring¬ 
ing, live Hitler than on a Hitler 
who did end his life with his cause. 
Which is the final reason why I 
bel eve Adolf Hitler is now well 
beyond our material reach.

America's allies have not taken a 
larger a' are in th« Pacific War; 
(1) The American Navy at first ( 
was not piepared to use British 
h lp against Japan. (2) Some 
countries in Europe lack the i<~ 
sources for fighting in the Pacific 
area—such as ocean transpo t. 

Another reason may bo -that 
some nations do not feel their vital 
interests are involved n the Paci¬ 
fic. Russia may fall in this cate¬ 
gory although there is reason to 
believe she has a redeployment 
problem. Incident lly, Russian 
troops on the Manchurian border 
have long kept 1,000,000 to 2,000,- 
000 Japanese troops tied up. 

Two sentences fiom a recent in¬ 
quiry seem to us to forget why 
Americans have been fighting: 

“Are Amer'can boys supposed to 
die in order to hand back Indo- 
Ch : na to the frog-eating French? 
The Eelgians are sending none to 
the Pacific; yet we saved the Bel-' 
gian Empire," 

Have we forgotten that the Un¬ 
ited States did not enter this war 
vyi en Belgium or France were at¬ 
tacked, but only when Japan hit 
Pearl Harfcor and Germany and 
Italy declaed war. on the United 
States? After that, Americans saw' 
that Germans in Belgian Afiica or 
Japanese in French Indo-China 
were a threat to American safety. 

Each country has foug’t prim¬ 
arily for itself; the help it has giv¬ 
en others has been incidental.

Difficulties 


The Horse Co-operative Market¬ 
ing Association will be ready to 
handle surplus ho ses this fall. 
The Edmonton horse packing plant 
should be in operation by Septem- 
be IB and the Swift Current plant 
by October 1. 

Fa’•triers wishing to use these 
f:c titles must become sharehold- 
«rs qt the' fate of a one-dollar 
share per horse handled through 
the association. To aid with the 
financing of this venture farmers 
ate encouraged to register the 
number of surplus horses they 
have for disposal and take out the 
renuired shares as soon as possible. 

Horses will be paid for on the 
bpfeii> of two cents per pound for 
well flesh' d animals, less the dol¬ 
lar share is not previously paid, 
and a small handling charge to 
1 o'- after capital investment and 
reserve fund. All profits will be 
credited to the producer and will 
be teturned to him on a revolving 
doo plan as the Boa.d of Directors 
deem advisable. 

All freight expenses over end 
nl ovr> 25 cents per hundredweight 
u 11 be absorb d by the Associa- 
t on.

000,000 from 1,300 firms of sub¬ 
contractors.

Aaschen on the Rhine, and he has 
1000 Germans working under him. 
Weedng out of Nazis from among 
the workers is a sideline of the ad¬ 
ministration. 

tie has been writing a series of 
articles for the Farmers’ Magazine 
of Ont.irio, giving information o i 
the methods adopted to control 
supplies and distiibution. One of 
these articles was on the task of 
feeding Britain in wartime; the 
basis on which rations are issued 
according to need, and the co-or¬ 
dination tequfred to meet emergen¬ 
cies promptly. 

A second article gives an infor- 
- mative picture of agricultural Bel¬ 
gium, over which Canadians have 
•^PUgl t twice against the Hun with¬ 
in one generation. 

Commenting on the Belgian 
farmstead, he says: “The Belgian 
farmer has long learned the valu* 
of manure and organic matter on 
h s light soil and all such material’ 
is carefully preserved in brick or- 
cement pits which retain the li-. 
quid manure. This is spread over- 
the land. The pits are located ad-, 
jacent to the buildings, with all the> 
attendant odors. 

“Rural electr.fication has been 
spreading, but home appointments 
are simple, primitive but generally 
clean. Fields are small and in¬ 
tensely cultivated with not one 
square fobt wasted. 

“For many centuries Belgium 
has been the arena of two contend¬ 
ing civilizations. Latin and Teu¬ 
tonic. The tall fair Flemings in ■ 
the north who speak Dutch are., 
stolid, industrious, faithful Cath.*-- A 
lies. The Walloons in the south, 
are short, dark, speak French andi 
iiave Kr "nth vivacity. Rather than, 
be dom nated by neighboring pow¬ 
ers, the two races have learned to. 
live and work together, emerging; 
t-£ a national entity in 1830. 

“Belgium is the most densely 
populated country in Europe with 
710 people per square mile and a 
total population <rf 8,500,000. Only 
17Vc of the population farms, and 
the country is heavily industrial¬ 
ized owing to the mineral resour-. 
cts, mainly coal. The whole nation- - 
al economy is built on the basis of*' 
international trade. She exports; 
manufactured products and "buys : 
food and fe d. The main task of* 
the farmers is to feed the indus-- 
tnal population. Many industriall 
workers have small land holdings; 
which wives and children cultivate:. 

“There is much poor sandy soil! 
in Belgium, with five different soil 
types, each stretching across the 
country in a broad band from west 
to east. The peasants with native 
common sense have made even tlx* 
poor soil productive. During the 
occupation the Germans published 
a ’ so l map covering the whole 
country," and the administration of 
crop production. The levy from the 
farms was based on the normal 
poductivity of different soil types. 

“The Germans imposed an or¬ 
ganization on Belgian agriculture 
and distribution similar to that of 
the Nazi Food Establishment. All 
pioduct on, marketing, processing 
and rationing are controlled from 
the top down. A complete detailed ’ 
’inventory was made of each farm, 
and its soil, and all livestock war, 
ear-tagged and given a‘ number.-. 
There was data on every farm ani¬ 
mal, machine, etc. At any moment 
in any area, there was a card in¬ 
dex to detail all the facte bf every 
farm. On that basis the quotas of 
produition were assigned, and de¬ 
livery of grain, milk, meat, etc., 
demanded under prnalty. 

“Similarly the section control- 
1 ng food marketing and retailing 
was detailed down to the individ¬ 
ual. Every c tizen had to have his 
r:t’on card in order to live. 

“The Belgian peasant believes in 
good quality of seed and plenty of 
ft rtilizer. The average yields per 
acre are amongst the highest in 
Europe. Potatoes run 335 bushels,, 
winter wheat 37 bu hels, oats 6t 
bushels, sugarbeet 12 tons, man- • 
gels 23 tons. 

“The Belgians have an Import¬ 
ant industry in horsebreeding. The 
Pelgian Horse Association is well 
administered. Cows are mostly 
dual purpose. The average milk 
yield is 680 gallons almost as Den¬ 
mark. Pigs are of generally good 
type, and It is a great land for 
poultry and eggs.

A Scientific Failure 

The series of boozological ex¬ 
periments conducted at High Rive, 
by the Royal Scientific Commis- 
s on sent out from Ottawa has had 
to admit complete failure. .The 
three subjects of the investigation, 
Messrs. Whalen Ajanning and 
Brock, who have been” saturated 
with whiskey for years, were giv¬ 
en only one drink, carefully meas¬ 
ured, every half hour. This was 
with the idea of producing delirium 
tremens, and thus providing inval¬ 
uable data on the cumulative ef¬ 
fect of spirits on the liver, blood, 
brain, stomach and so on. The 
three subjects pled piteously for 
two drinks eveiy -half hour instead 
of one, but this was curtly denied. 
As a consequence the ridiculously 
small dosage allowed had the un¬ 
expected effect of sobering them 
up. Under the gingerly restriction 
of half-hour drinks, they had be¬ 
gun to regard themselves not only 
as teetotallers, but as martyrs. The 
baffled men of science have return¬ 
ed to Ottawa in disgust. Messrs. 
Whalen, Manning and Brock are 
ii the meantime making up for the 
period of denial, and are fast get¬ 
ting back to par. 

700,000 Uses 
For Waste Paper v 

Taper fights the Japs in the air, 
on the land, on the sea and 
under the sea/ Articles must 
be double and triple wrapped to 
protect them from tropical condi¬ 
tions. More waste paper is need¬ 
ed. Taper is used, for example, to 
pack time-bomb fuses, surgical 
gauze, electrical parts, condensers, 
vitamin concentrates, first aid kits 
field telephone parts, cigarettes, 
aircraft, parts, tool kits, antenna 
v.iie, penkjilin,, plasma, etc. 

Cargo parachutes, Bircham bar¬ 
rels for dropping emergency ra¬ 
tions to fliers down at sea, airstrip 
matting, emergency water lines, 
are strange but vital war weapons 
made from waste paper. 

The Salvage Committee connect¬ 
ing 500 pounds of paper has the 
satisfaction of knowing that that 
amount of paper can make all of 
these items—1,470 boxes for emer¬ 
gency life boat rations, 2,041 car¬ 
tons for individually packed life 
preserver lights, 200 containers for 
b'ood plasma, 1,087 cartons to car-' 
ry 120 boxes of yellow fever vac¬ 
cine, 2,911 caitons each to hold 10 
cartridges for inflating lubber life 
rafts. 

There are 700,000 military uses 
for waste paper.

It was an ideal day for the U. 
F.A. conference of Macleod con¬ 
stituency in High River park on 
August !k' And because it was an 
ideal day many people who nor¬ 
mally would'have attended were 
busy in the harvest field. However, 
there was good representation 
f’-om the eastern and centanl pari 
of the constituency, and in all re¬ 
spects but large attendance it was 
a splendid conference. 

A noon-time dinner preceded 
tiie addresses and general discus¬ 
sion of the afternoon. A, E. Carey 
ol' Barons, president, introduced 
the speakers who included Orrin 
Hart 'of Claresholm, junior direc¬ 
tor; Eugene O’Neil of Woodhouse, 
vice-president of the provincial as¬ 
sociation and S. Hildred of the 
Dept, of Extension on Re-estao- 
lishment. Those taking part in 
discussions on the resolutions; on 
questions of re-establishment and 
other matters of importance to the 
U.F.A. included G. G. Cbote, M. H. 
Ward, Mrs. Clark Fraser, Hugh 
■Spencer, Mr| Sears, Ms. M. H. 
Ward and others. Mrs. Olive Doug- 
ks of Berrywater U.F.W.A. spoke 
briefly in her capacity as U.F.W. 
A. director for the constituency. 

In the election of officers, the 
veteran secretary, Hugh Spencer 
of Tarkland, reluctantly continued 
his duties for another year, pro¬ 
testing that it was exactly 20 
years ago that he took over secre¬ 
taryship, and he thought it w» 
high time for a change. Mr. Carey 
was re-elected constituency presi¬ 
dent; Mrs. O’Neill Sr. of Wood- 
house was elected vice-president, 
succeeding Mrs. Clarke Fraser of 
High River. 

Resolutions 

Three resolutions were brought 
before the meeting and endorsed. 
Tne first was that the director of 
junior U.F.A.’s be made a member 
ui tne executive of the constituen¬ 
cy. Those who spoke to this resolu¬ 
tion emphasized that the junior 
farmers must carry along future 
progress, and it is only right that 
their tepresentative have equal 
place with the senior body in for¬ 
mulating policies. 

The third resolution brought 1 
forth mostr vigorous dscussion. 
Recognizing that post-war agri¬ 
culture is likely to teach a glut m 
production of grain and livestock 
unless there is some method of 
stabilization of prices and produc¬ 
tion undertaken 7 by the govern¬ 
ment, it was proposed that the Do¬ 
minion government be asked to 
study the production and distribu¬ 
tion of grain and livestock so that 
the farmer may produce at a profit 
rather than produce large quanti¬ 
ties at a loss. It was further urged 
that every possible outlet for-Can¬ 
adian produce be explored. 

In speaking oil this question, 
there was unanimity of opinion, 
based on the finding of the World 
Food Conference, that the fault 
lay in distribution of the world’s 
foods; that a great proportion of 
the people of the world are under¬ 
fed; that there is actually no over¬ 
production if the standards of nu- 
tr.tion in world nations were rais¬ 
ed. Mr. Coote gave informative 
data on this whole question, and 
on matters affecting export mar¬ 
kets. A remunerative market, he 
said, was the farmers’ greatest 
problem, and there seemed no rea¬ 
son why all the food produced 
could not be used and paid for at 
reasonable price. The overshad¬ 
owing fear is that unless the 
weaknesses in equitable distribu¬ 
tion are solved, the depression 
years will be repeated, and the 
whole economy of society suffer, 
lie-establishment — Over- 
Production 

Mr. O’Neil, vice-president of the 
provincial U.F.A. also touched 
seriously on this point in Jiis ad¬ 
dress. Speaking first of re-estab- 
Lshment Of armed services, he said 
that this was not an isolated prob¬ 
lem, but the rehabilitation of all, 
both armed services and civilians 
was tied up together. F.veh though 
soldiers are. re-established, in the 
years to ..come it will be the over- 
sl! prosper'ty which will sustain 
the welfare of all society. If one 
element suffers, all suffer. 

Troduction of food, he said, was 
the farmer’s business. He looks 
with favor on such schemes as irri¬ 
gation to increase the fertility of 
land and on such devices as will* 
bring production up to capacity. 
But behind such constructive ideal 
is the spectre of the over-produc¬ 
tion of the thirties. 

“We have made tremendous ad¬ 
vances scientifically in the last 
100 years” he observed "and the 
release of atomic energy is the 
most recent and world shaking of 
such advances. It brings us to 
realization that our ability to use 
what we have created -has lagged 
far behind our ability to create. 
In ou own sphere we find we haw* 
more powerful machines capable 
of increasing production enor-- 
mously and on the other hand the 
need for curtailed production. 
Whv?” 

Through our apparent inability 
to use wisely the great powers 
which we have discovered, we are 
ht adimr toward complete destruc- 
t'on unless we can learn the secret 
of distribution. Mr. O’Neill saw 
hope in the trend of legislation 


which generally points toward the 
betterment of the lot of mankind. 
But thgse, he said, are all prob¬ 
lems of primary concern to the far 

ir.er. 

He also commended the ideas 
brought cut by Orrin Hart, direc¬ 
tor of Junior U.F.A. on the im¬ 
portance of enlisting interest of 
junior farmers ih the U. F. 
F.A. work. If they do not concern 
themselves in the objectives for 
fhich farm leaders ‘ are working, 
they will have forfeited a great op¬ 
portunity. Powers of leadership, 
he said, are not a matter of age 
and years so much as devotion to 
the work and faith in the princi¬ 
ples. As an instance he quoted the 
founders of the Rochdale Co-oger- 
ative of England. They ranged 
from 9 years to m ddle age, man, 
in their early twenties, and the 
first manager was 19 years of age.

Tells U.F.A. Conference What 

Returned Men Have Itight 
. . to Expect. Outlines Meth- 
o '8 of Re-establishment 

“Is your community a place 
worth living in?” was the question 
put by S. Hildred ol Dept, of Ex¬ 
tension in addressing the U.F.A. 
conference of Macleod constituency 
at High River paik last Friday. 
This question followed a picture 
of the lives of enlisted men and 
women who may have been over¬ 
seas for four or five years. It de¬ 
scribed the program of organized 
recreation, the opportunities they 
have had for bearing good music, 
viewing art gai eties and world 
famous architectural grandeurs; 
for entering round table discus¬ 
sions and taking educational cour¬ 
ses. The speaker said “For per¬ 
haps five years your boy has work¬ 
ed hard, faced dangers* but he has 
alto hgd great educational and re¬ 
creational advantages. He wants 
something of the same when he re¬ 
turns. He is going to hunt tor a 
grod community which is worth 
living in. What have you to offer 
if you expect him to remain here?” 

Mention was made of. a good li¬ 
brary, gymnasium, a community 
centre for discussion groups and 
good recreation. “It has- been 
said” he continued, “that all which 
the average community offers, its 
joung men are a beer parlor, a 
pool room and a Chinese restaur¬ 
ant. What do you offer? What 
are you planning as a memorial? 

Comparing the veteran of the_ 
last war and the present war, Mr. 
Hildred said that the veterans of 
the present war were on the whole 
mo'e thoughtful, better informed. 
The memory of the thirties wor¬ 
ries older men. They all know that 
they will have to do more than 
their share toward shaping a bet¬ 
ter world. 

Educationally there has been 
great advance. In the last war 
13% of the services had their ma- 
tr'culation. In this war 47% had 
matriculated, and thousands have 
henefitted during their service by 
technical and educational courses. 
They have been welj trained in 
service, disc pline, taking and giv¬ 
ing orders and are well fitted for 
leadership. 

As an indication of the continu¬ 
ation of education during war 
years, he said that in a prison 
camp of 4.680, there were 2373 
members of educational classes. 
The men whose education enabled 
them to instruct gave courses of 
various sorts to the other. The 
work of the Canadian Legion edu¬ 
cational services is widely known 
throughout the sendees, and 800 
University courses were given to 
men in prison camps. 

Jobs For All 

“It is est'mated” said Mr. HH- 
dr'd “that 85% of the returning 
men and women are perfectly fit 
physically and mentally. About 
15% /will require about a year ofr 
15 months to be restored. There is 
a small national wastage that 
must be recognized. About half of 
r n» per cent never were any good 
before, during or after the war. 

“Jobs will have to be found for 
a total of 610.000 men and 100,000 
vomen including the services and 
U'O'e released from war factories. 
There are 29,000 Brtish brides 
v ho will be newcomers. How will 
these people be absorbed?” 

The speaker based some overall 
ideas on, what had been learned in 
the case of the fifst 50,000 who 
had returned. There were 27% 
going back to former jobs; 11% 
hove new jobs; 30% intend to seek 
new lobs, either because they had 
no jobs before or didn’t like the 
ol < one; 4% returh to their own 
business; 6% to their qwn farms; 
7 r - are taking vocational training; 
6% go to University; 2% will take 
tip farming and 9°*- are undecided, 
i Further Education 
* The veteran believes that his 
bargaining power has been in¬ 
creased by war service. He feels 
that public sentiment and veter¬ 
ans!. organizations are all back of 
him. He has broader ideas of 
standards of living; and the kind 
of pine" he wants »t live in. He 
has had manv advantages, as well 
as ordei’s and disadvantages. 

Speaking of what the war has 
done in speeding up educational 
services and developing new stand¬ 
ards in this respect. Mr. Hildred 
referred to instructional treining 
in th» R. C. A. F. The ovewheim- 


ing need for more men forced>u- 
thorities to lower initial education¬ 
al requirements. in this Bervice. 
And to offset this handicap, in¬ 
struction had to be brought to a 
maximum of efficiency under pres- 
sute of time. Better teaching 
methods resulted, and this will 
have its influence in the peace 
world. We will have to have bet¬ 
ter teachers and pay them bettei. 
Better techniques of teaching were 
developed under war pressure and 
mi st not be lost. 

The speaker here emphasized 
paiticularly training in Canadian 
citizenship, which can never be 
realized if we continue to be pro- 
vincially minded. The soldier has 
had a glimpse of the obligations 
and responsibilUes of Canadian 
citizenship. This must be fo'stereo. 

Upon Discharge 

Referring to peiiod of discharge 
he warned that parents influence 
their boys and girls" not to be too 
inpatient. Don’t let them slip by 
without getting a complete medi¬ 
cal examination. Is the young 
man fit for a job? Does he nc d 
treatment? Should he have a pen¬ 
sion? Full dental examination and 
service is also available on appli¬ 
cation w thin 90 days of discharge. 

Before -discharge the veteran 
should also consult a welfare 
council as to his present and future 
status, lie g.ts a clothing allow¬ 
ance of $101) and a month’s pay. 

11 is dependents a’so get a month’s 
pay. This month is intended as a 
chance for him to look round and 
adjust himself. If he has a wife 
from whom he has been separated 
for a time, the young people should 
hnve a honeymoon to themselves, 
without other people cluttering it 
i p and complicating readjustment. 

Gratuities are a recognition that 
the soldier has not been paid 
enough. There is $7.50 for evciy 
month in the service, and $15 for 
every month overseas, with other 
recognitions which can bring a siz- 
ab'<\ amount. 

The young man who wants edu- 
cat on has tuition fees and living 


allowance, with one month at Uni¬ 
versity for every month in the 
service, but to continue this he 
■•must be in the upper third of hi* 
class. High school students can 
qualify if they can complete ma¬ 
triculation within 18 months after 
discharge. Some are too old for 
entering University, and there are 
Canadian Vocational Schools for 
these. The man wanting to farn, 
ran get six months preliminary 
training at Red Deer, and certain 
trades apd skills are taught in Ed¬ 
monton. In the contracts for ap¬ 
prenticeship he gets 2/3 of full 
wages. 

The: e aro thiee goals in ^educa¬ 
tion aimed at by. the government: 
(1) preparation for a good occupa¬ 
tion; (2) preparation for effective 
citizens ip; (3) preparation for a 
good and satisfactory personal 
•life. 

In stressing the need for com¬ 
munity oonti ibution to make life 
worth while i-n its cultural and re¬ 
creational aspects, Mr. Hildred 
gave as an instance the progress 
ir. Norway, Denmark and Sweden 
over a period of decades before the 
war. Norway was the poorest of 
t'ese countries,’ and faced with 
the steady migration of its young 
people, it set about making its own 
ci untry worth living i,n. This was 
don-* by means of folk schools, 
sport facilities, encouragement to 
young talent in literature, art and 
mus e. As a result emigration al¬ 
most ceased. Norway was a good 
place in which to live. Each com¬ 
munity in Canada must keep this 
in mind if it hopes to retain its 
youth. 

CROP REPORT 1

August 14, 1945, 6 p.m.—A 
world stood tensely at the radio,^ 
awaiting a momentous announce¬ 
ment.

- thought, a word, an emotion? Can 
a -bell possess a soul ? 

Th'ere were times that it talked 
in other tones. In the early days it 
"challenged all freedom lovers the 
world over to come help 9rush a 
tyrant. There were' times too when 
its chimes conveyed the agony of 
the wounded, the stricken, the <jy- 
jng and sometimes assurance was 
tempered by doubt. On August 14, 
it rang, a symbol of power, not 
Britain’s power alone, but power 
in the knowledge that the Mother- 
* lan 1 could'still rally all men of 
noble breed of whatever race who 
refused to bow the knee to tyran¬ 
ny. Britain, the flag of Britain 
and Big Ben. what a triumvirate? 

Victofy celebrations in Milo and 
Queenstown took various forms. 
In Queenstown there was a touch 
of Old England itself. The village 
green- was cleared of stones and 
debris and an impromptu dance 
was held out of doors. At first it 
was just a mouth organ and a 
comb but as the evening progress¬ 
ed other instruments were added 
until a full orchestra was obtained. 
Later there - was a bonfire and the 
singing of songs, of patriotism, of 
love and peace. Such gatherings 
express more fully the happiness 
of people than organized celebra¬ 
tions.

O.F. hall in Milo which was well 
attended and the sum of $55.00 
was raised toward a “Welcome 
Home Fund” for returning veter¬ 
ans. 

Over 100 guests and relatives 
attended a chicken supper in the 
Legion hall at Queenstown on Eri- 
day, August 10, honouring La*y 
Hagg and Forrest McCallum who 
following their return from Europe 
had volunteered for the Pacific. 
Mr. A. V. Syrnes acted as Master 
of Ceremonies and gave a speech 
' of welcome and thanksgiving upon 
their returit. Two njinutes of si- 
lencr were observed and Mrs. 
James Taylor of Shouldice. offered 
grace. Following the supper there 
was a novelty dance JheJd at the 
Queenstown Community hall.
